The  Vocational  Department 
at  LHS  does  an  excellent  job  of 
preparing  students  for  the  fu- 
ture by  offering  on  the  job  train- 
ing programs  such  as  DCT, 
CVAE,  PECE.  and  DOT. 
These  programs  give  students 
valuable  work  experience  in  the 
vocational  area. 

The  Special  Education  De- 
partment, under  the  leadership 
of  Mr.  Dan  Clay,  provides  guid- 
ance for  those  who  perform  at  a 
slower  pace.  The  Impact  pro- 
gram, directed  by  Mrs.  Georgia 
Geis,  is  designed  for  the  student 
who  needs  the  challenge  of 
working  at  a  more  advanced 
pace.

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Languages 

The  English  Department  at 
LHS  teaches  valuable  communi- 
cation skills  to  each  student. 
Courses  in  basic  grammar,  compo- 
sition, and  speech  are  offered  as 
well  as  courses  in  American  litera- 
ture, short  story,  drama,  and  Eng- 
lish literature.  The  English  Lab  is 
a  special  program  which  aids 
eighth,  ninth,  and  tenth  grade  stu- 
dents who  need  help  in  language 
arts  skills.  The  Reading  Lab  gives 
students  a  chance  to  develop  com- 
prehension skills,  increase  reading 
rate,  and  build  vocabulary.  The 
skills  learned  in  the  lab  assist  stu- 
dents in  preparation  for  the  SAT 
and  the  PSAT.  Spanish,  French, 
German,  and  Latin  are  among  the 
foreign  languages  offered  at  LHS. 
In  addition  to  working  in  the  text- 
book, students  use  films,  tape  re- 
cordings, and  food  days  to  better 
acquaint  themselves  with  foreign 
culture.

The  Social  Studies  Department  has 
expanded  in  many  ways  this  year.  Three 
new  teachers  and  new  courses  in  eighth 
grade  social  studies  and  senior  psycholo- 
gy were  added.  The  Social  Studies  De- 
partment participated  in  the  Model 
U.N.  program  at  Georgia  State  Univer- 
sity and  in  the  Close-up  program  in 
Washington  D.C.  Through  these  pro- 
grams, each  student  was  given  the 
chance  to  get  more  involved  in  the  gov- 
erning of  our  country.
